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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a method of treating a person with symptoms of 
stroke, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

II. Claims 7-1 1 , drawn to a method of treating a person with symptoms of a 
heart attack, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

III. Claims 12-15, drawn to a method of lysing occlusive thrombi or embolisms 
in a patient before, during or after surgery, classified in class 435, 
subclass 2. 

IV. Claims 16-19, drawn to a composition comprising purified single-chain 
pro-urokinase mutant M5, classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons. 

The inventions of each of groups l-lll involve the use of the single-chain pro- 
urokinase mutant M5 in a method of treating a patient. But, each of these methods is a 
separate and distinct invention because the inventions are considered unrelated if it can . 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case, the invention of Group I is a method of treating a patient 
who has suffered a stroke, while the invention of Group II is method of treating a patient 
who has had a heart attack, and the method of Group III is a method of treating a 
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patient who will have or has had or is undergoing surgery. The conditions being treated 
are different in each method, the searches for any one method are not required for and 
are not coextensive with the searches for any other method, thereby creating an undue 
burden of search and examination, and, because each disease or condition being 
treated has its own set of symptoms and Injurious effects, the results from a search of 
each of these methods has different considerations with respect to the prior art. Burden 
lies not only in the search of U.S. patents, but in the search for literature and foreign 
patents and in examination of the claim language and specification for compliance with 
the statutes concerning new matter, distinctness and scope of enablement. 

The inventions of Group IV and Group I are related as product and process of 
using the product. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the 
following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can be 
practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be 
used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the 
instant case, the product of Group IV may be used in the method of Group I or in the 
method of Group II or in the method of Group III. Therefore, these inventions are 
patentably distinct. 

Similarly, the inventions of Group IV and Group II and the inventions of Group IV 
and Group III are related in each of these combinations as product and a process of 
using the product. As noted above, the product of Group IV may used in the methods of 
Groups I or II or III. Therefore, these inventions are patentably distinct. 
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Further, the different groups have each acquired a separate status in the art, as 
shown in part by their different classifications. Because these inventions are distinct for 
the reasons given above, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is clearly 
proper.
